SCHOOL REPORT. 

The School Board of Andover make the following 
report for the year ending feb. 15, 18904 :— 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The School Board have, during the year, sought to im- 
prove the schools both in respect to the teaching and the con- 
dition of the schoolhouses with reference to repairs and sup- 
ply of materials to aid the work of teaching. 

The Beech Hill schoolhouse has long been in need of 
painting and inside renovation. The floor has been relaid, 
the walls sheathed from the floor to the window sills, addi- 
tional blackboard furnished and the necessary outside paint 
supplied. ‘The Taunton Hill schoolhouse has received a long 
needed coat of paint, and a hookcase. Additional supply of 
blackboard has been in part furnished to the Dyer’s Crossing 
school. Bookcases have been supplied the Andover school 
and that at Boston [ill 


CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS. 


It appears to the School Board that, if the people of the 
town and the districts concerned will cooperate with the 
Board, it is practicable to effect some consolidation of schools 
with advantage to all concerned. Three schools have been 
maintained with a very small average attendance. One had 
only two pupils as the total number. Two had each an aver- 
age attendance of five pupils. A school with so smalla num- 
ber of pupils is not a good school. It is har@ to get good 


{ 
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teachers to accept sucha school. ‘The pupils need the stimu- 
lant that comes from numbers _ Better facilities for teaching 
can be provided if the number of schools is not so large. 
The maintainance of schools with so small an attendance is 
against the judgment of the Board and yet the Board cannot 
advance in school management without the cooperation of 
the people. We recommend that for the coming year the 
pupils from Tucker Mountain and the Flag schools be. con- 
veyed to East Andover, and that those from Boston Hill be 
conveyed to Taunton Hill. This arrangement would leave 
the schoolhouses as they are and in case of increase of 
pupils in either district the school can be resumed. A saving 
in cost would be at once effected with no expenditure for new 
buildings, as in case of combining schools by. removal of a 
schoolhouse. This plan is earnestly commended to the 
thoughtful consideration of the members of the» School Dis- 
trict. 


EXPENDITURE OF SCHOOL MONEY. 


Immediately before the close of the winter term a question 
arose as to the construction of the Statutes relative to the ex- 
penditure of the town appropriation for schools, the question 
being whether or not the School Board, under the Public 
Statutes, c. 88, Sec. 3, p. 249, could apply money raised by 
the Town School District toward payment for text-books and 
other like supplies. As the determination of the question 
was liable to affect the amount of money at the disposal of 
the Board, it was deemed prudent to close the schools a week 
earlier than was before intended. the number of weeks being 
twenty-nine instead of thirty as planned. A careful consider- 
ation of the matter shows that the Board have no authority 
to pay the bills for text-books and like supplies from the 
School District treasury. The law relative to free text-books 
expressly provides that the books and other supplies pur- 
chased under this law shall be paid for by the city or town. 
Weare informed by the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
that there has been no legal determination of the meaning of 
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the phrase ‘‘other supplies” as used in the two statutes, but 
the common construction and usage require the text-books, 
etc., to be paid for outside the school appropriation. 

While it was a matter of regret that the schools were not 
allowed to close as arranged, the course pursued was neces- 
sary in view of the information before the Board at the time. 
The number of weeks of school as maintained is the largest 
within a number of years past if not the largest ever secured 
under the Town district system. We recommend that thirty 
weeks of school be arranged for the coming year. 

NEEDS. 

Some of the further needs of the schools are a supply of 
bookcases for such schoolhouses as are not provided, addi- 
tional charts to aid teaching the English language, additional 
supply of black-board for several of the schoolhouses, with 
various minor repairs. 


PROTECTION OF SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


Attention is called to the following statutes for the pro- 
tection of school property : 

If any person shall willfully or maliciously write upon, in- 
jure, deface, tear or destroy any book, map, chart, plate, 
picture, engraving, or statute belonging to any law, school, 
college, town or public library, he shall be fined not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days.

At the annual town meeting held March, 1893, no library 
trustee was chosen. The selectmen, acting under a vote of 
the town requiring them to fill all, unfilled town offices, ap- 
pointed Mrs. Electa Flanders a member of the board. This 
appointment was declined. No subsequent action being 
taken the ‘board for the year has consisted of but two mem- 
bers. Two trustees,one for two years and one for three years, 
should be chosen at the annual meeting. 

The board recommend that $75 be raised for all expenses 
on account of the library for the coming year.
